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FARMER DISCUSSES 
GROWING OF CORN 


Henry W alker, corn grower of 
Black Creek, carried the good gospel 
of good corn raising to the seekeis 
after knowledge in Denton county on 
Friday of last week when he spoke 
to a meeting of farm ers in the Denton 
chamber of commerce hall. 
W alker’s 
talk developed unusual interest in the 
subject and in himself as one of the 
notable farm ers and corn growers ot 
this section of the state, and he was 
accorded a full column write-up in 
the Denton Record-Chronicle on last 
Saturday: 
“If you have good land do not 
waste it on cotton,” is the advice of 
W. H. W alker, champion corn raiser 
of Wise county, during the course ot 
his address on corn raising to a large 
crowd of farm ers and others interest­ 
ed in agriculture in the chamber ot 
commerce rooms here at two o'clock 
p. rn. Friday. 
W alker’s talk covered the general 
management of the farm as well as 
raising of corn. 
His chief interest 
is in corn, and he confined himself 
to corn culture more than to other 
products of the farm. 
‘‘Do not use 
your best land in raising cotton,” he 
said. 
“ Cotton raising is too risky and 
the production is too uncertain.” 
In the production of good corn the 
preparation of the land is of prime 
importance, according to the speaker. 
He declared that the time of this 
preparation also is of great impor­ 
tance and th a t the time in which the 
land was turned into a seed bed to a 
large extent determined the quantity 
of the yield. 
“ Prepare a good seed bed and start 
plowing, if possible, in September,” 
he said. 
“T urn all stalk and vegeta­ 
tion under when you are breaking the 
land and if you have good land, break 
deep. 
First-class black land should 
be turned to a depth of about six 
inches, but in poor land an inch and 
a half is deep enough. 
“Then let the land lie until about 
Christmas and then start listing,” he 
went on. 
“ Keep listing, and by the 
first of March you will have a first- 
class bed in which to put your seed. 
And remember, every time the land 
is listed it should be harrowed, for in 
this way all of the lumps and clods 
are broken up and pulverized.” 
If this program is followed, the 
ground will t a k e up all of the mois­ 
ture, and even if there does come a 
dry year the land will have taken up 
enough w ater to make corn 
unless 
there is an exceptional drouth, ac 
cording to Walker. 
Walker said he had had experience 
in raising coi n on Johnson grass land. 
He said that this grass, which g e n ­ 
erally is considered a pest, really is 
one of the greatest blessings that has 
come to Texas. 
The reason for m ak­ 
ing this statem ent was that Johnson 
grass forced the farmer to cultivate 
his crop

HAS FINE RESULTS 
FROM FERTILIZING 


Jess Parish, a leading farmer of 
the Shiloh community, secured such 
satisfactory results rrom the use of 
commercial 
fertilizer under cotton 
last season, he will use a much larger 
amount at planting time this year. 
Last year Mr. Parish bought and 
used twenty-five dollars worth of the 
material and estimates he made a 
hundred 
dollars 
from 
that 
small 
amount. 
The only thing that pre­ 
vents Mr. Parish from using fertilizer 
under his entire crop of cotton is his 
fear of boll weevil. 
He is entirely 
satisfied that fertilizer used under 
cotton and other crops on sandy land 
will prove a very profitable invest­ 
ment. 
Fertlizer is a good agent in 
the boll weevil fight, and also tho 
fight against possible drouth, since 
the element hastens the maturity of 
the crop, th e bolls being set before 
the big attack of weevils starts and 
before the late dry weather retards 
growth. 
It is now tim e for farmers to inves­ 
tigate the use of fertilizer. Last year 
a campaign was made for it with 
success in getting a car-load distrib­ 
uted. 
Reports from its use on sandy 
land are very encouraging altho it 
was a dry and discouraging year to 
make the test. 
A formula to suit the 
black prairie land remains to be 
worked out since the outlook for the 
use of the stuff on that kind of land 
is not very promising altho a few 
good reports were received. 
Lillard & Company, who headed 
the campaign last year, will do so 
again this season. 
Mr. Lillard takes

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Anticipating the use of thirty per 
cent more fertilizer in Texas this yea** 
than in any previous year, Dr. G. S. 
Fraps, chief of the division of chem ­ 
istry of the experiment station of the 
A. & M. College, and state chemist, 
has issued a recommendation to the 
farmers th a t they buy only standard 
formulas. 
W hile there are a hundred 
and sixty-seven different kinds of fer­ 
tilizer mixtures for sale in Texas, Dr. 
Fraps recommends only the eleven 
standard formulas. 
“This great num ­ 
ber is not at all necessary,” he said, 
‘and their use merely causes fertili­ 
zers to cost m ore.” 
The use of the standard formulas 
will result in reducing the purchasing 
cost and handling of unnecessary 
weight found in the lower grade fer­ 
tilizers. 
Fertilizer means plant food 
phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash 
in such forms that plants can take 
them up readily. 
It is not possible 
to buy these elements pure, but it 
must be bought along with other 
materials which are necessary as a 
carrier of plant food.

fication and economy they have been
